Smitherson, Nov. 22, 1879, then 
fought to a draw with " Bill Kennedy and 
Gefeated Billy Grey, ‘‘the Black,’’ who 
weighed 176 pounds, Mitchell weighing 132 
at Manchester, in one round 8) 
eleven minutes. These mills were followed 
by one with Caryadon, the Belgian giant, in 
Antwerp, the young Britisher winning in 
sixteen minutes, His next victory was over 
Tom Kelly, and on June i16, 1881, he 
fought Jack Burke to a draw at Ascot, 
darkness ending the fight. In Decem- 
ber, 1882, \ ttchell won the championship of 
England in Billy Madden’s London competi- 
tion. Soonafter Mitchell’s arrival in tbis 
country in 1883 he defeated Mike Oleary. and 
at Madison Square Garden May 16, in boxing 
with John L. Sullivan, knocked the Ameri- 
can champion down, but the police 
stopped the feht in the third 
round.

CROKER AT WASHINGTON. 


Tammany Boss Lobbying 
the Income Tax Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25.—The appear- 
ance here of Richard Croker, the Tammany 
boss, inthe Speaker’s lobby of the House 
this morning working against the income 
tax bill made a sensation.

AN INTOLERAPLE SCANDAL, 


The appointment of Richard Olney as 
Attorney-General was an unpleasant sur- 
prise and his continuance in that most 
important office is a scandal which is 
likely to become intolerable. 

Mr. Olney is not in sympathy with the 
Democratic party in its war against trusts 
and other monopoly combinations. On 
the contrary he served them faithfully 
and well before his appointment and 
the charge has been bluntly made 
that he is serving them now. His 
opinions were well known to Mr. Cleve- 
and last March, and yet he was selected 
to carry out an anti-monopoly policy 
which at that time the President pre- 
tended to have very much at heart. His 
appointment gave the lie to these preten- 
sions and seriously impaired public confi- 
dence in the President’s sincerity. 

Mr. Olney’s conduct since he entered the 
Cabinet has been even worse than his 
severest critics anticipated. Not only has 
he neglected to enforce the anti-trust law, 
but he has put into a public document 
a strong legal argument against 
it. So strong was it that 
the attorney of one of the monopolies 
against which the law was aimed used it 
as his own argument in a case pending in 
the Federal courts. Itis safe to say that 
a more scandalous spectacle was never 
presented in American politics. 

The presence of this man in President 
Cleveland’s Cabinet is calculated to dis- 
credit the Administration and weaken it in 
publicestimation. His appointment was 
a blunder; to retain him is worse thana 
blunder. He should resign, but as he 
does not seem to realize the manifest 
im propriety of acting forand against the 
people at the same time, it is not likely he 
will doso. Mr. Cleveland himself should 
therefore request his resignation. This is 
expected by the people whose confidence 
the President has enjoyed. Only by get- 
ting rid of Mr. Olney can Mr. Cleveland 
save himself and his Administration from 
a scandal which has already done too much 
harm. 

The Democratic Senators owe it to them- 
selves and their constituents to unite in a 
note to Mr. Cleveland telling him plainly 
that they would not have voted to confirm 
Olney if they had known how he was go- 
ing to act in office. 
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A FAT INFANT. 


John E. Searles, Secretary of the Sugar 
Trust, is quoted as remarking: ‘‘If the 
free sugar schedule passes the Senate it 
will mean ruin to the sugar refineries of 
this country. The industry cannot sur- 
in the United States un- 
it is protected by tariff 
which will at least approximate 
the difference in wages between this coun- 
try and Europe and the cost of laying the 
foreign product down at the seaboard. We 
cannot compete with foreign countries 
without protection in one form or an- 
other.’’ 

Let us sce what is the actual condition 
of this mewling infant industry which 
must die unless it is fed with protection 
pap. Fortunately the figures are at 
hand. A writer in THE WoRLD who 
thoroughly examined the record of the 
Sugar Trust made public all the facts a 
few weeks ago. When the trust was 
formed the whole capital of ali the re- 
fineries taken in, including that of 
Spreckels, was §17,650,000 and the total 
value of their plants was $10,900,000. 
The closing or dismantling of some of 
these refineries blotted out capital to the 
amount of $4,110,000 and plant to the value 
of $3,160,000. The capital and plants value 
necessary for the trust to do business, 
therefore, combined’ reached only §$13,- 
440,000 and $7,740,000. 

Working capital was obtained by an 
issue of bonds to the amount of §10,000,- 
000, and then $75,000,000 of stock was dis- 
tributed among the promoters and owners 
of the trust. This enormous issue of stock 
represented not one dollar of outlay. It was 
clear gain to the stockholders based upon 
profits to be made not by legitimate busi- 
ness methods, but through the taxation of 
the people. That much wasabsorbed from 
the pockets of consumers by means of a 
protection sponge. 

It is not the cost of production, nor the 
wages of American workmen which stand 
in the way of competition with foreign 
refineries, but the robber greed of the 
trust.

mountains of debt, with industry controlled 
by a comparatively few masters who Operate 
largely on borrowed camtas and with no mo- 
tive for retaining their help when it is safer 
and more convenient to shut down—these 
s ms must come with their dreadful suffer- 
t I and their pauperizing influence. 

ngiand has had an almost corresponding 
depression, and it has had in addition the 
greatest 1oek-out of coal miners that was 
ever known. The iock-out lasted for hs, 
and it was so foneret that rallroads, gas 
works and factories were obliged to t 
curtail their operations for lack of. fuel. 
Three hundred thousand coal miners were 
out and it isestimated that 900,000 men alto- 
gether were out. Inthe midstof this double 
depression the Co-operative esaie 
Society reports (official report to the Govern- 
ment) sales of $12,850, for the quarter, 
against $12,625,000 for the same 
quarter the preceding year, a de- 
creasé of bout 1 per cent.

The deposit capital of the English societies 
amounts to nearly as much as the share 
capital.

‘Ihe great factories belonging to the co- 
operators continued at work, and if there 
was some deficit in the affected district, 
other parts of the country eveneditup. The 
frugality, the forethought and the stored-up 
capltalthat arises from the cash co-ope- 
rative system are directly remedial against 
these convulsions, which comefrom specu- 
lative credit trading.

It has been my good or evil 
fortune to have traveled much of this world 
andican assure Mr. Millar that igis very 
rarely such medical skill and attendunce can 
be procured or is here available tothe poor 
end unfortunate. 

Dr. Helne Marks, the Superintendent, Is 
a man of than ordinary ability, 

the city is very ‘ much 
indebted to him for the able assistance his 
experience and knowledge has placd in its 
services. Whoever was responsible for his 
appointment had the welfare of those whose 
position would bring them under his care 
and treatment ge at heart. No fitter 
Ape qe ye man could have been selected 
or such an important position, 

Now to the charge made by Mr. Millar; he 
complains bitterly of the food and was care- 
fulto particularize the qualily and ingreat- 
ents of each meal in a manner that 
would lead one to believe he had been chief 
cook in a cheap downtown: hash-house, 
where over-work has brought on brain fever 
and had come tothe hospital to get cured of 
the bill of fare. 

Were it not for your sense of fair play and 
your regard of the privileges of the poor as 
wellastherich and the jealous care with 
which you look ufter the Cisbursments of the 
rate payers’ moneyI would be inclined to 
think the publication of the letter 
in question a mere joke. Hap- 
pily there are no rights at stake 
and Mr. Millar received all the comforts pro- 
vided him by the co-operation of his benevo- 
lent fellow citizens. 

Ican assert that the food is well cooked, 
fresh and wholesome and that every care Is 
taken to select the particular kind of diet 
most nutritious tothe patientand the least 
likely to be detrimental tothe disease from 
which heisaninmate, Theret!s every cour- 
tesy shown the patients andI have never 
heard an offensive remark given to an 
individual by any of the employes, 
both Dr. Marks and Miss Warr, the 
very competent head of the Nurses’ Training 
School, are most particular in this respect. 

As tothe question of laborIdon’tthinka 
single word can be urged against the course 
adopted by the management; it Is surely the 
obligation of every man to do all in his 
power for suffering humanity;and if circum- 
stances have so disposed him that he cannot 
be charitable with his money he can at least 
be charitable with his labor. He is not 
asked todoanything unreasonable, and the 
very nature of the institution demands that 
he should lend het ald towards 
its support. I hope it will be no offense to 
Mr. Millar to say that hels very impudent 
in his demanding an investigation into mo- 
tives that are prompted by a patriotic desire 
to utilize every avallable effort for the exten: 
sion of a humane and noble purpose.

Thecut plantsare at once 
placed in large stone cisterns or fermenting 
vats, called ‘‘steepers,’’ where they are cov 
ered with water and Kept in position by 
means of boards and heavy stones.

Val Gaiennie Expires Under Strange 
Circumstances. 


, 


Val Gaiennie,the well-known young college 
athlete and gon of Frank Gaitennie, the man- 
agerof the Exposition, died suddenly last 
nightijabout 11:300’clock at Disjfather’s‘house, 
8301 Lucas avenue. 

For the past three days the young man 
had been feeling unwell, although 
not sick enough to go to bed. 
Last night he came home about 6 0’clock 
in time for supper and said he was sick. His 
father insisted that he take some nourish- 
ment and persuaded him to eat a little soup. 
After this the young man felt better, and 
after shaving and dressing himself said he 
was going out. His father and mother tried 
to persuade him that it was best to remain at 
home, as he did not feel well, but 
he refused and left, stating he would 
be home early. He returned about 10:30 and 
went direct to his room in the third story of 
the house. Here he found bis little brother 
awake and,after askingthe boy why he bad 
not gone to bed, made a few comments on 
the weather and told thte boy not to close the 
Stove door asitwas getting colder outside 
and the fire had better be Kept in all night. 
He then retired. 

FOUND DYING. 

A few minutes before i1 o’clock the 
younger brother heard something tbat 
sounded likeacall for help, but thought it 
wasthedog The two boys occupied sepa- 
rate rooms and the door was open. The cry 
Was also heard by Mr. Gaiennie and the boys’ 
mother, who were sleeping on the next 
floor. They called, and getting 
no answer, went up-siairs. Here 
they found the young man 
Wrapped upin the bed clothes and his big 
ulster upon him for additional covering. He 
was groaning and unable tospeak. Whisky 
was brought fromthe pantry and an effort 
madetoo bring him to by rubbing it and 
camphor upon his limbs by his mother 
while his father went for Dr. J. R. 
Lemen, 8227 Lucas avenue, but a half 
block | distant. The doctor arrived a few 
minutes later, but too late to be ofany servi 
ce. Artificial respiration was establishe., 
but it did no good. Theyoung man died in 
anh unconscious condition. Dr, Lemen re- 
fused to issue a Certificate of death and upon 
the request of Mr. Galenne notified the UCor- 
oner. Deputy Coroner Albers took the 
statement of Mr. Gaiennie jthis morning, 
which was in substance the saine 
as the above.

AN AUTOPSY ORDERED. 

Dr. Lemen’s statement tothe Coroner was 
that he had been calied and found the boy in 
a dying condition, and had refused to issue a 
certificate because he did not know the cause 
ofdeath. The death might have been caused 
by diluted prussic cl or 
have been caused by congestion 
according to Dr. Lemen.

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CAUGHT IN OKLAHOMA, 


Mac E. DeShaffon Under Arrest for Al- 


leged Embezzlement in Missourt. 


Detective James Tracey of the local force 
is at Guthrie, O. T., with Mac E. DeShaffon 
in his custody, but unable to bring. him to 
Missourl. Tracey started for Oklahoma 
early last week with a requisition from 
Gov. Stone upon the Governor of 
Oklahoma for De Shaffon. The alleged 
crime was embezzlement by Dalilee. About 
two years ago De Shaffon wasin business at 
Bowling Green, Pike County, Mo, He acted 
as agent for sale on consignment 
for the St. Louls branch of 
the Estey & Camp Piano Co. 
He received pianos, the title for which re- 
mained with the consignors, Estey & Camp. 
It is alleged that he sold several in- 
struments, pocketed the proceeds 
and represented to the consignors that 
he still held the pianos in stock. 
By this scheme, it is alleged, he embezzled 
over $1,000. De Shaffon fied from Bowling 
Green and has since traveled extens- 
ively in the West. The 
sentatives of Estey a 
recently located himat Guthrie, O. T., 
they swore out a warrant before a Bowling 
Green justice of the peace. The Prosecuting 
Attorney of Pike County presented the 
case to Gov. Sstone, who last week 
made requisition for De Shaffun upon the 
Governor of Oklahoma. Gov. Stone named 
Detective Tracey as his agent. A representa- 
tive of Estey & Camp, who is 
in Okiahoma, informed the local 
house last Saturaay that Tracey had De Shaf- 
fon and would start for Missouri with him 
that night. Guthrie papers, received in St. 
Louis last Tuesday, however, said that a 
judge had restrained Tracey from taking 
De Shaffon out ofthe jurisdiction until the 
accused receiveda Chance to apply for a 
writ of habeascorpus. A telegram received 
yesterday sala that all dim- 
culties been overcome and 
Tracey was about to leave 
with De Shaffon. Another telegram received 
to-day stated that the Governer had insisted 
on making a thorough inguiry into the 
charge before he allowed De Shaffon to be 
taken out ofthe Territory.
